No Mockery of Justice

SAN FRANCISCO - China's crim- 
inal trial System is surprisingly 
Similar to that of the US，members 
of the American Bar Association 
(ABA) discovered here last week 
during their annual convention， 
when six legal professionals from 
China recreated a public trial that 
was held before the High Peoples' 
Court in Shanghai in April. 

The mock trial，co-sponsored by 
the ABA and the Asia Foundation， 
was the first of its kind ever 
staged in the US. 

"These trials are part of an 
exchange Program that has been 
going on since 1982,”said SF attor- 
ney Stephen Mayo，co-chairman of 
the event.， "At that time，the ABA 
sponsored leading Asian attorneys 
from 12 countries to come and par- 
ticipate in a trial advocacy program 
and to observe day-long federal 
jury trials." 

In 1984-8$，ABA attorneys from 
SE and LA visited five Asian coun- 
tries，staging mock American trials 
that were filmed and shown on 
television there. 


LACK OF JURY 

Last week's delegation from 
China consisted of four judges，a 
Procurator (prosecuting attormney)， 
and a vice President of the Shang- 
hai High People's Court. Except 
for the lack of a jury -- three 
judges made the verdict instead 
--the case had most of the earmarks 
of an American trial， including 
Presentation of evidence，testimony 
of witnesses，and rebuttal by the 
defense attorney. 

Actors played the roles of suspect 
and witnesses.。 One judge acted as 
the court clerk, :and another PorT- 
trayed the advocate (defense attor- 
ney)._ Conducted entirely in Man- 
darin，the trial was Simultaneously 
translated into English and Japanese 
and transmitted through ear devices. 

The trial began with a reading of 
the indictment. Wang Xiaolin，24， 
was charged with burglarizing a 
house，fleeing when discovered，and 
stabbing a neighbor who tried to. 
stop him. Captured by the Shang- 


hai public security， he finally 
confessed his crimes. The purpose 
of the trial was to determine 


whether he was guilty merely of 
burglary，or of robbery and assault. 

The procurator described the 
motivation for the crime，the order 
of events，and the _ evidence --in- 
cluding fingerprints，blood samples， 
and the fruit knife used as a 
Weapon. 


SEVERELY PUNISHED 


Wang should be "severely pun- 
ished,”he argued，because the crime 
was premeditated and violent._ He 
planned the burglary atfter losing

CAA'S Voter Survey Demonstrates 
Chinese Still Lag in Voter Turnout 


SAN FRANCISCO - A voter ana- 
lysis of the November 1986 election 
in SF by Chinese for Affirmative 
Action (CAA) has demonstrated that 
Chinese Americans are continuing 
to participate in voting in low 
numbers ITelative to both their 
TIegistration and their population in 
9an Francisco. 

The Survey covered all 89 Chi- 
nese bilingual Precincts. The Chi- 
nese participation in the election 
Showed 479% of those registered 
voting， while the non-Chinese par- 
ticipation was 539%0. Only 23 of the 
89 precincts had a rate of Chinese 
voting which exceeded the overall 
and non-Chinese rates. 

Only 29 or about 33% of the bil- 
ingual precincts had a 5$2 弛 or 
higher Chinese Participation rate， 
While 60 precincts or about 67% 
had a 529% or higher non-Chinese 
participation Tate. 

Chinese Tegistration rates also 
remalin low，with only 6 Precincts 
or 7% of the 89 bilingual precincts 
with ”Chinese registered voters 
comprising 309%2 or more of the total 
registered，according to CAA， 

The survey involved tallying the

Cracks Down on Catholics

(PNS) - Singapores Prime Minister 
Lee Kuan Yew can learn a lesson in Taoist 
philosophy from his islands master wood- 
workers. Convinced thatall human attempts 
to achieve perfection are doomed, Chinese 
craftsmen always leave one flaw on an other- 
wise perfect piece offurniture 一 asmall nick 
on the leg of a rosewood table, for example. 
By appeasing fate in this way, they hope to 
avert accidents which might mar the lus- 
trous lacquer fnish. 

Unlike the craftsmen，however，Lew 
Kwan Yew has obsessively Sought after per- 
fection in his lifelong efforts to transform 
Singapore into an ideal Confucian society. 
As with other utopian social experiments 
that leave no room for dissent，his ambi- 
tious scheme seems to befalling apart under 
its Own weight. His carefully cultivated 
image as a benevolent Confucian ruler is 
being shattered by a methodical campaign 
to_eliminate Singapore's few remaining 
pockets of dissidence 一 maverick union 
leaders，opposition politicians，and mow 
Catholic social workers， 

Local television viewers recently wit- 
nessed a bizarre_ example of Singaporean 
justice 一 a confession reminiscent of Stal- 
ins“show trials”Vincent Cheng，director 
of the Catholic Justice and Peace Commis- 
sion，admitted to having organized a com- 
munist conspiracy aimed at infltrating 
Christian churches in order to foment an 
anti-government uprising. 


INTITERROGATIONS 
On May 21, the Internal Security Po- 
lice arrested Cheng and 15 others，ten of 
whom are employed by the Catholic 
Church，and have detained them_ ever 
since. A student sympathizer，who fled to 
neighboring Malaysia, has reported thatthe 
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Prisoners were subjected to interrogations 
lasting for as long as 100 hours without 
sleep until they submitted to Signing self- 
inctiminating statements. 

The government crackdown has sorely 
divided the Catholic Church，pitting the 
conservative hierarchy against younger 
priests and lay activists. Singapores Arch- 
bishop GregoryYong appeared on television 
June 2 alongside the prime minister to but- 
tress the governmentcase. Afterthe arrests， 
four implicated priests were. removed from 
their posts and reassigned to _parishes out- 
side Singapore. 

While representing only 49% of Singa- 
pores population of 2.5 million, the Catho- 
lic Church had been，until the arrests, -a 
major supporter of labor rights through 
agencies such as the Young Christian Work- 
ers' Movement and the Justice and Peace 
Commission , 


MASTERMIND 
According te an Internal Security re- 
port，the alleged Marxist conspiracy was 
masterminded from outside the country by 
Tan Wah Piow，a former leader of Singa- 


pore Universitys student union who fed 


into exile in 1975 and is currently enrolled 
as a law student at Englands Oxford Uni- 
versity. Tan, however has claimed that the 
government is using him as a straw man to 
discredit the churchs social work with the 
poor. Tomany Catholics, the governments 
case is less than convincing' since Singa- 
pores sole Marxist organization，the Com- 
munist Party of Malaysia，has been practi- 
cally defunct for yearsy following a series of 
mass Surrenders under a Malaysian amnesty 
Program. 

Father Edgar DISouza，now removed 
from his position as a Catholic newspaper 


editor has stated that the arrests were really 
intended to weaken growing chuirch sup- 
port for the political opposition，especially 
the liberal Workers' Party led by ]. B. Jeya- 
retnam，In an earlier government action， 
Jeyaretnam was forced to step down from 
his parliamentary seat following a court 
ruling Singapore's bar association described 
as politically inspired. 

Activism in the church,，however has 
generated dissidence from an unexpected 
quarter 一 young,，British-educated Chinese， 
who constitute Singapores most privileged 
subgroup and who form the main pillar of 
supportfortheruling Peoples Action Party: 

Among those arrested was the Justice 
and Peace Commission's legal adviser Teo 
Soh Lung，a 38-year-old Chinese woman 
attorney who gained national Prominence 
by outshining Lee during a television de- 
bate on legal reform. TIeo had been consider- 
ing running as a candidate for the Workers' 
Party in the upcoming elections， 

Prime Minister Lees crackdown on a 
seemingly minuscule opposition has been 
prompted by more serious economic and 
political problems. In early 1986，the col- 
lapse of Pan-El，a maijor real estate，hotel 
and shipping conglomerate，sent shudders 
of investor panic through the Stock Ex- 
change of Singapore, According to insider 
Sources，a_ chain reaction of defaults was 
narrowly avoided through secret interven- 
tion by Citibank and Americam Express. 
Foreign reporting of rampant speculation in 
SingaporeSs overheated stock market has 
been met by government restrictions against 
the press， 

Lees political opponents have been 
quick to jump on these issues as sympto- 
matic of a society suffering form aparanoiac

have completely broken down. Some- 


times family and friends bring the 
individual in because they can no 
longer handle the situation. 

Cultural barriers prevent many 
from Seeking early intervention. 
Traditionally，Chinese are Unaccus- 
tomed to seeking a "strangers”help 
in Solving very personal family 
matters. 

"Many Chinese clients do not 
come in until their Symptoms 
become 如 ll-blown. They just can't 
handle it anymore and they break 
down. As a last resort, they come to 
the clinic,” said Wilma Louie， 
director of Northeast Mental Health 
Clinic. 

Concerning the mental health 
problem in Chinatown，Rudy 天 ao，a 
psychiatric social worker with 
Northeast，added that "you cant 
Separate mental illness from life 
problems. TIhere's a whole variety 
of environmental StressSors _ from 
OvercIOwdedness to Unemployment 
to housing difficulties. 

Kao continued， "Such StressSOTIS 
magnify immigrants” difficujties as 
they often do not speak English， 
and have little money and limited 
WoOIK Skills.… 

Of course mental health Services

Kao illustrated ,this point with 
the case of a 73-year-old_ woman， 
who had recently emigrated from 
Hong Kong with high hopes of reu- 
niting with her successful son in 
SFE. 

However a conflict arose in the 
small apartment where the Son'S 
family lived，especially between the 
woman and the daughter-in-law. 
The daughter-in-law， resenting 
having the woman in her home，was 
verbally abusive， The more accultu- 
rated daughter-in-law did not feel 
obligated to care for her husband's 
mother. 


In the middle of the night the 
daughter-in-law dropped the woman 


off at a Chinatown hotel，The 
"dumping” by her family， the 
inability to see her grandchildren 
and the isolation made her 


extremely depressed and led to 
Suicidal thoughts. 


Northeast provided her with 
intensive counseling， helped in 
finding permanent housing and 
Social activities. 

"She was able to visit her grand- 
children again，began to accept the 
Ieality of not living with the Son's 
family，and is doing much better," 
Said 术 ao. 

Northeast services include psy- 
chiatric evaluation，Ppsychotherapy， 
family intervention， medications， 
public education and acupuncture 
treatment. The clinic has multi- 
lingual service in Chinese，Vietna- 
mese， Cambodian， Italian， Thai, 
French and English.

SACRAMENTO--Optometrists 
trained in the Philippines would 
qualify to take the California 
License Examination under 3a new 
bill introduced by Senate President 
Pro-tempore David Roberti (D-Hol- 
]ywood-Burbank) and unanimously 
approved 14-0 by the Assembly 
House Committee on Tuesday， 
August 18. 

The State Board of Optometry 
currently “prohibits -optometrists 
trained in the Philippines from 
taking the licensure exam because 


their education is not deemed “rea- 
Sonably equivalent” to that offered 
in _ California. 

The bill (SB-1437) would allow 
candidates to complete 3a 0600 hour 
Supervised clinical internship with 
opthamologists or optometrists，in 
addition to taking the required 
national board and state board 
exaImminations. 

This bill completes a 16 year 
commitment Roberti has made to 
the Filipino-American Optometric 
Association to allow licensing of 
optometrists trained in the Philip-
